About Professor Kamalakar Mishra (Bio-data/Curriculum Vitae) 


Dr. Kamalakar Mishra is an eminent scholar, thinker and practitioner of the Indian spiritual 
philosophy, especially of the spiritual traditions of Tantra. He is a renowned scholar of Kashmir 


Shaivism, the most prominent philosophical school of the Tantric tradition. 


Prof. Mishra is reputed for his amazing clarity of thought, insightful and in-depth 
understanding of the subject, simplicity of style, rational method of presentation, and for his ability to 
present even the most abstruse thought in an easily understandable way which attracts both the scholar 
and the layman. Gifted with a sharp analytical mind, Prof. Mishra is also endowed with the added 
ability to convincingly synthesize the opposites, leading to positive and constructive conclusion. His 


thinking, enriched by his own experience, becomes a forceful praxis. 


Born in 1937 in the Chapra district of Bihar, Mishra was educated in the Banaras Hindu 
University, Varanasi. He was appointed lecturer in the Department of Philosophy of the same 
university and rose to the status of one of the most eminent and distinguished teachers of the 
University. He retired as Professor and Head, Department of Philosophy & Religion, B.H.U., in 1997. 

Prof. Mishra has been the Special Emeritus Professor (at present ‘Chair Professor’) of the 
Department of Yogic Studies, Wonkwang Digital University, Iksan City, South Korea. As invitee 
speaker, he travels both in India and abroad to lecture on the topics of Indian philosophy, Tantra, Yoga, 
Oriental religion (especially Hinduism) and Value-education. In between 1985 and 2007, he was 
invited to lecture in several foreign Universities — Canada (McGill University, McMaster University, 
Brock University) U.S.A. (State University of New York at Oswego), Holland (University of 
Amsterdam) and South Korea (Wonkwang Digital University )
